of residual nitrites by 70% over the 
last two years. 

* Further recommendations to re- 
duce residual nitrites have been made

The Need for Nitrite - Results to 
date indicate that safe quantities of 
nitrite are definitely needed in a 
number of products, including bacon. 



Nitrite has an essential role in not 
only fixing color and providing a dis- 
tinct cured flavor but in preventing 
botulism outbreaks. 



The Problem - The use of nitrite 
in curing bacon results in the forma- 
tion of very tiny quantities of nitro- , 
sopyrrolidine after cooking. Increas- 
ing erythorbate or ascorbate levels 
and decreasing nitrite in bacon 're- 
duces the amount of the nitrosamine 
which forms. Current commercial 

average levels are about 10 parts per 
billion (ppb).

Believe it or no I, government 
officials axe experimenting with 
a new welfare-stamp program. 

This time the idea is to 
provide needy recipients with 
travel -stamps in a program 
patterned after the food-stamp 
plan. V 

The testing is taking place in 
West Virginia. Each month 
welfare recipients in that state 
who are over 60 and- have 
' physical or mental handicaps 
can buy inexpensive tickets for 
travel. They pay from fi to $5, 
.depending on the amount of 
their income, and receive $8 
worth of stamps to use on local 
buses, highway buses or taxis. 
Eventually the program is 
expected to be extended to 
Amtrak rail service. 
.Although government offici- 
als don't like the new program 
in comparison with the food- 
stamp plan, observers noted 
these similarities: 

1 - Both are designed to help 
the poor pay for the necessities 
of life. 

2 -Both had their Inception in 



West Virginia. 

3 - Some of the same people 
who helped start the food-stamp 
plan 15 years ago are now 
working on the travel program. 

WEST VIRGINIA adminis- 
trators call the new stamp plan 
Yansportation Remuneration 
incentive Program, or TRIP. 

At present some 125,000 West 
Virginians are eligible to 
participate in the travel-stamp 
plan, but only 6,000 are taking 
advantage of it. 

The plan Is being financed 
with federal, state and local 
funds. Total cost of the 
development state, which will 
run through fiscal 1977, is 
estimated at $21.8 million.

If the project does not ' 
hear from a caller it will take 
the appropriate steps to see that 
the caller has not had an 
accident or become seriously ill 
during the night. , 

IF A SENIOR needs compan- 



ionship or help around the 
house, the project hopes to 
develop a volunteer corps to 
meet these needs. 

And the project has needs too. 
It needs volunteers to drive for 
meals on wheels, make friendly 
visits and answer the office 
phones.

In fact, one historian reports 
that when/Stephen F. Austin 
and his volunteers were await- 
ing reinforcements from San 
Antonio in 1835 the majority of 
colonists were gathering their 
cotton and paying no attention 
to politics. 

Cotton had become the area's 
chief crop in less than a decade 
after Anglo-Americans first setr 
tied in Texas, reports the Na- 
tional Cotton Council. First 
cotton exported from there 
into the Mexican interior was 
carried across the Rio Grande 
by mulebaclc. By 1831. Edwin 
Waller took a schoonerload of 
cotton from the mouth of the 
Brazos to Matamoros and two 
years later some 5,000 bales 
were being exported to New 
: Orleans; "-V- ".'.; 

Austin reported to the Mexi- 
can government in 1833 that 30 
cotton gins . were operating lh, 
the towns of Austin and Bra- 



zoria, and that settlements at 
Liberty and Nacogdoches also 
were "very well provided .with 
gins." \ ■ . ;• 

Texans were quick to brag 
about their cotton-growing cap- 
abilities. As early as 1836, one 
declared, "For a surety, our ad- 
vantages for raising this article 
are superior to those of any 
part of the United States." 

And three years later; Anson 
Jones— who was then the Texas 
minister to Washington— wrote 
to the British foreign minister 
that Texas "has at least 100 mil- 
lion acres of cotton land and is 
capable of producing enough of 
that great staple for the supply 
and consumption of the world." 
. England's interest In Texas 
.cotton was said to be a factor 
in the United States* move to- 
ward annexation of what be- 
came the Lone Star State. 

The Texas crop Increased 
from 39,774 bales In 1848 to 
about 200,000 bales 10 years 
after annexation. And by 1949, 
the state's cotton production, 
topped 6 million bales.

Maybe Christmas is a good 
time to diapel the myth (no, 
^notv\Stfhta';.'C^u%;.-:Vlrgiiili) 
that lights are big energy users, 
that it is somehow unpatriotic 
. to light up^ftw^^lrtmas; 
: 'S-Pact is that only about one 
per cent of the energy used in 
the U.S. is needed to light 
homes, and only a small frac- 
tion of this amount is used 
for home decorative holiday 
lighting.^ 

Actually, a modest display 
of indoor and outdoor Christ- 
mas lights using about 600 
watts for four hours daily, 
adds only about six cents a 
day to the electric bill. (Coat 
Is based on the national . aver- 
age of about 3 cents per 
watt hour). • 
■■ Gary Mason, General Elec- 
tric Christmas lighting expert, 
suggests this "600" lighting 
package for the economy- 
minded: 

INDOORS— Decorate a 
six-foot tree with three strings 
of 25 "cool" lights for a total 
of 76 lights. "CoolV type 
bulbs use fewer waits than 
standard 'bulbs and actually 
operate cool .enough to touch.. 
As a result, they can be used 
on plastic as well as live trees.; 

If your tree doesn't happen 
to be a six-footer, use this for- 
mula to determine how many 
lights to use: multiply the tree 
height in feet, times the maxi- 
mum width, times three. Dou- 
ble- this figure if you use midg- 
et bulbs. 

OUTDOORS - Use three 50- 
iight midget sets to outline a 
door or window or to spruce 
up a tree.
